Especially to the boy who likes 
to make things with his hands. The School Board loaned the 
Community House ten benches and tools. This class should be very 
successful next v/inter. 


-THE TRIAL BOARD- 

This group consists of the older Boys of the House. It 
consists of two boy Judges and one adult Judge, clerk of the court, 
and three boy lawyers. The Supt. makes the house rules and the 
Trial Board enforces them. Much of the well deserved success of 
the Board is due to Judge Win. H. Hay, Attorney E. A. Hershenson 
and Miss Marion Taylor. 

-GIRLS ACT I VI TIES - 


CLASSES 

Tatting , crocheting, knitting, plain sewing, paper flower 
making and clay modeling have been busy classes during the winter. 
The object of these classes is not to increase the number of in- 
structors, but merely to teach girls how to be more 'useful in the 

homes. 

-GYMNASIUM- 

Three classes were held twice a week for Grammar School 
Girls, High School Girls and Employed Girls. 

-EOLK DANCING- 
S’ oik Dancing class met twice a week. The gratifying re- 
sults of Hoik Dance instruction we re seen at the May Festival, where 
over 100 ^ Boys and Girls took part, and five or six different 
nationalities gathered together to admire the entertainment. 

-DRAMATICS- 

Dramatics have taken form only in "amateur isms" during the 
social hour. This is a splendid outlet for imitations, and much 
more should- be done in this direction next year. 

One Self-Governing Club has been organized, the purpose 
being to discuSs questions of the House, and to help discipline 
and to promote social activities. 
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-SEIJI OS ACTIVITIES- 

Eour dances have been held by the young people, also an 
auto -bus ride and a feed. 

The Home IJursing class for ladies under the direction of 
Mrs.H. S. Pomeroy enjoyed a very interesting course of ten lessons. 

The Pirst Aid Glass has proven a success from the start. 

The class numbers now 40 members. The class has had five lessons. 
Drs. Pomeroy, Poss & Jordan have given lectures.
